Tis hard to fay, whether 
fh a Law will refle&t more Philanthropy than 
fenotifm, more Humanity than Wifdom, on the 
Igilature that makes it. To fave the Lives of little 
(imitals, and to devote them to the Service of that

im (iets than even Death itfelf. If it be true, 
fie can be more irkfome to Indolence than La- 
by, tis is the Punifbment peculiar to fuch Felo- 
Memhich take their Rife from no other Caufe ; and 
Ukeve few will rejeét this Opinion, I may indeed 
fy, moecan reject it, when the invincible Strength 
itis duly confidered.

If forcing 
thefe atrocious Delinquents into the fame Procefs 
of Pain and Horror thro’ which they had before 
drawn the unhappy Viatims of thcir Violence, 
fhould be once tried, I could not help anticipating 
' the falutary Confequences, ‘fure as I might be they 
, would natyrally follow. This is perhaps the grand 
' Panacea for all premeditated Murders, the tighteft 
Rein (at leaft) to check the indomptable Fury of 
prepenfe Malice. and conftitutional Obduracy. Ge- 
eral Tortuses in time become familiar to the Mind 
and not very terrible to the Heart. The Circum- 
ftances of the C: ime fhould always direét the Manner 
of the Punifhment ; Excefs thould be repay’d with 
cefs; and Mercy, tho’ in a Rogue, fhould by no 
means lofe it’s Retribution. Let us give Equity 
to Juftice, and Juitice will give Security to us. 

The ingenious Correfpondent that Cantos me 
laft Week with his Thoughts upon this Subject, 
turned all his Satire upon this egregious Defect in 
our Laws. Whoever could think him ludicrous in 
Blood, I will venture to affert defective in Under- 
ftanding. That he jefted with Murder, is moft 
true; but that he did fo,. with a latent View to re- 
prehend the Inequality of our Laws, which has (I 
may fay) encouraged the Frequency of this dreadful 
Crime, would be ridiculous to obferve becaufe fo 
palpably apparent. But what may we not expect 
from a Legiflature which begins to diftinguith Crimes 
and their Punifhments? If the Lex Talionis is not 
ore introduced among us, we may hope in 

fes of which the ver Names make us fhudder, 
that this Law of Retaliation, obfolete as it is, will, if 
not clofely copied, at leaft principally direct the 
avenging Rod of Judgement. 

The Bill for regulating the Pawnbrokers ftrikes 
at the Root of Robbery, by which I mean no Re- 
flection on the honeft Part of the Profeffion ; for 
even among Pawnbrokers (I am told) there are Men 
of Credit. Iam fure, if there are, I heartily pity 
them ; for, by fome unfortunate Accident or other, 
they have fallen into very bad Company, if we are 
to believe common Fame. But were this the Cri- 
terion of Merit, there are many other Profeffions 
would fuffer with honeft Pawnbroking: We might 
(did the Paucity of Examples render it neceffary) 
particularize Pr—m ing. 

Tho’ I have dwelt longer upon thefe Subjects than 
I firft intended ; yet can it prove no Detriment to 
the general Good, whatever it may to my favou- 
rite Topic, to which (in this curfory Review of 
fome intended Laws) I am at laft agreeably arrived. 

OF all the important Confiderations that remark- 
abiy diftinguifh this Seffions of Parliament, there is 
“fot one (falutary as they are) that is not immediately 
caft into a diftant Rank of Eftimation, when we 
obferve the interefting Bill for rendering the Militia 
of England more ufeful. As the Bill has not been 
yet prefented, by which my Readers will under- 
ftand Tempore Scribendi, 1 cannot tell them what 
Latitude they may give the Joy with which fuch an 
Event muft neceffarily infpire every Britijh Heart. 
—But we may well conclude, that, by rendering 
the Militia more ufeful, there is a Defign to reffore 
the Militia, in order to relieve the Army, otherwife 
jthe Words more ufeful can have no Meaning. 
| The Scheme juft publifhed for eftablifhing a Na- 
\tional Militia, faid to be drawn up by an excellent 
tyoung Noblemen*, is upon the whole finely ima- 

ined and perfeétly invites Execution: Nor can the 
Misfortune of it’s appearing after another Scheme 
ipublifhed in the Year 45, 1n the leaft take away 
from the Merit of this Publication, The old Scheme 
(out of which ’tis no Reflection to fay this new one 
‘is generated) is indeed ae loins rd ‘* 
ee ractical, if permiffible. The 
comprehe ve and p > M pe 
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»new Scheme feems to have this Advantage, that, 
while it is.clear and pra€ticable, it may and I hope 
will be permitted ; notwithftanding the Allowance 
it makes the Crown Army, which however, in Time 
of Peace, the Schemift juftly obferves, ought to be 
reduced to the Guards and the neceffary Garrifons 
abroad. I fhall, for the Benefit of thofe who cannot 
get the Scheme itfelf, give a general Accoun: of it 
as near as I can in the Author’s own Words : 

‘¢ T thal) therefore propofe, In the firft place, That 
every Man in Great Britain, atacertain Ag. ; and 
poffeffed of, or conneéted with, a certain Deyree of 
Property, fhall be of the AZilitia; thofe only ex- 
cepted, whofe Profeflions, or different Occupstions, 
in the various Services of the State, ought to exempt 
them from any Military Service ; and thofe whofe 
Quality, or confiderable Property, demands their 
being excufed from, at leaft, per (onal Service. Thefe 
therefore excepted, it is propofed, that every Man in 
Great Britain, fiom feventeen to forty-fix Years 
of Age, having forty Shillings a Year in Land, or 
under fifty Pounds a Year; or who is worth forty 
Pounds in perfonal Eilate, and uvder 6007. and his 
Son or Sons, being of the proper Age ; and all thofe 
not having torty Shillings a Year, or forty Pounds 
in Mohey or Goods, who have Votes for Members 
to ferve in Parliament, and their Sons, of the pro- 
per Age, to be of the foot, And Perfons havingan 
Eftate of fifty Pounds a Year in Land, and ender 
oof. a Year ; or who are worth 600/. in perfoual 
ftate, and under 3600 /. (and their Sons) to be pt 
the Horfe. And he who has 300/. a Year in Land, 
and under 500 /. or has 360g/. in perfonal Eitate, 
and under 60004. may have it in his Choice to terve 
perfonally in che pm or furnifh a Man for the 
Foot Service, at his own proper Expence. But 
every one who has in Poffeflion 500 /. a Year, and 
upwards, or a perfonal Eftate of 6000/7. and up- 
wards; fhall be obliged, at his own Expence, to 
furnifh a Man, and Horfe, for the Hor/z Service.” 

Having, by Parifh Regifters, taken down the 
Number of Fighting Men, and eftablithed the Ge- 
neral Militia, which are to be exercifed the firft 
Sunday in every Month, the Author propofes to form 
Two Regiments, one Horfe one Foot, for each 
County in England, out of its General Militja. 
Thefe Two Regiments to wear an Uniform, to be 
paid by the County, and after two Years Service 
to be replaced by others drawn out of the General 
Militia of it. 


[N. B. The Time of Service ought to be varied, 
fer it cannot be fuppofed the General Militia 
of every County will be numerous enough to form 
Four Regiments at once, which by the Scheme 
is fuppofed, when it makes every Man draw off 
at the Expiration of Two Years, to make room 
for another. Suppofe one Third only was re- 
lieved the firft Year, and fo on with the ref. 
This might be more agreeable to the Men, (whofe 
various Inclinations or Interefts may prompt them 
to quit or continue in the Service) as well as com- 
plying with Neceflity. The General Reliefs 
might be performed by drawing Lots, leaving 
it in the Choice of every Man to ftay if he can get 
another to go, and fo vice verfa. But this Ex- 
changing muft be underftood to be confined to 
the T'wo Regiments in the cafe of Reliefs. 


General annual MMujflers are to be agreed on as moft 
convenient, as well for the General as for the Par- 
ticular Militia of a County. The laft is always 
to be kept complete cut of the firlt: And a Maa 
whofe Bufinefs obliges his conftaut Attendance, is at 
Liberty to replace himfeif by another, provided the 
Subftitute be unexceptionable as to Height, &c. It 
is remarkable, thofe ot the Genera) Militia who are 
under Standard Height have no Chance to ferve in 
the County Regiments. The

The Lord Lieutenant of each County (under the 
King) is to command the General Militia of it,. be 
Cobnel of its Two Regiments without PAY, ap- 
point the Officers. (without FEE) who like the 
Soldiers are to be paid by the County, and finally 
is never to march any Part of his Forces out of their 
County without being declared guilty of High Trea- 
jon. 

{Might not the Command of the King and Par- 
liament be « »mplied with in Cafes of Exigence? 
Quere too, Whether the fole Command in 
the Lord Lieutenants louks not too eriffecratical 
to perpetuate a mix’d Con/flitution. 

As the County Regiments are to be always on 
Duty, Robberies will be prevented and the Civil 
Power ftrengthened and meliorated. 

‘The Crown- Army is fill to exit, to be recruited 
out of the County- Regiments which are to be com- 
pleted immediately out-of the General Militia. 

[ While this fems the moft unpalatable, it is the 
im ft prudent, Part of the Scheme, which (con- 
trary to the prefent Turki/h Practice). puts a Pe- 
riod in Seven Years to the Service of the Crown 
Seldier. Te will bid fair likewife, to reform the 
Mutiny Bill, to caftrate the Power of Courts 
Martial in regard to Life and Limb, to banith 
unmanly Punifbments ; all. which. are moft un- 
fulferably grievous even to Humanity itfelf, 
much more to the Liberties of a brave People! 

W bo would.not ferve their Country Seven 
Years, and even twice Seven to that, were the 
Service of it rendered confiftent with Virtue & 
Honour? for, [am perfuaded, the Soldiers of 
the Militia, draughied into the Crown Service, 
wou’! rather, with che brave Lacy, die like Men 
than {uifer Ignominy in common with Thieves, 
or fhare the Punifhments of Dogs. This muft 
neceffir.ly induce manly Difctpline; nor fhould
